M. VARILLA SOUNDS TOCSIN IN 
PARIS NEWSPAPERS. 
Sale of the Panama Scheme to the 
Americans Would Mean a “Heritage 
of Cowardice and Less of Manhood” 

to the Sons of France. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

PARIS, April 2%4.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) M. Varilla is devoting his 
energies to preventing the United 
States from purchasing the Panama 
Canal. With a view to arousing 
French and the world's opinion against 
such a purchase, he has taken a page 
in the largest French newspapers to 
develop his theories and put new life 
into the French Panama scheme. In 
the statement thus. pubiched he sets 
forth the reasons for hig conviction of 
the utter impracticability of the Nica- 
ragua Canal, and his belief that the 
purchase of the Panama Canal by the 
United States is the only means by 
which the Americans can realize their 
scheme of an isthmian canal. 

He says he does not blame the new 
Panama company for seeking a solu- 
tion in the Americanization of the 
Panama Canal, but blames thery for 
not having the civic courage to appeal 
first to France and to tell their coun- 
trymen the truth. He adds: “This so- 
lution by sale to another nation, to 
even 6o sincere and cordial a friend as 
America, is a miserable one, a recourse 
to which should only be had after an 
attempt to find a noble solution; that 
is, a French solution.” 

He affirms that a sale would be dis- 
astrous, whatever price might be ob- 
tained, but it would be even a greater 
moral disaster, “bequeathing to our 
sons a heritage of cowardice and loss 
of manhood.” He announces his will- 
ingness to subscribe f.2,000,000 toward 
the completion of the canal, and ap- 
peals to the public to follow his ex- 
ample. He has appealed to President 
Loubet to support the movement.
